The letter also agrees with 
May or Walder, “the majority 
of people I talk ed to du ring 
the last month hav e said the 
hou sing situ ation in Dix on is 
v ery bad.” 
Continu ing, the may or’s cor­ 
respondent writes, “They all 
feel there shou ld be more new­ 
er, nicer homes to bu y or to 
rent. 
They feel the ones they hav e 
look ed at or bou ght are poorly 
constru cted and cou ld be 
cheaper. 
“Many y ou ng people wou ld 
lik e to see more su bdiv isions or 
apartment bu ildings.” 
Apart from the problem of 
hou sing, the may or’s inform­ 
ant reported, “Ev ery one I 
talk ed to feels Dix on is a won­ 
derfu l, clean town to liv e in, 
especially those who said 
they came here from larger 
cities. 


“They feel we hav e a lot of 
friendly people,” and the city ’s 
merchants got a pat on the 
back , “They find merchants es­ 
pecially friendly .” 
The pu blic library also came 
in for fav orable comment in the 
letter the may or receiv ed. 
Some adv ice was passed on 
for consideration .* dogs ru nning 
loose-garbage men throwing 
lids and cans arou nd; and fiv e- 
cent meter shou ld be remov ed. 
Also coming in for criticism 
was the YMCA for “lack of 
management mainly at night 
and the lack of enforcing 
smok ing ru les.” 
Su ggestion for serv ice im­ 
prov ements inclu ded more doc­ 
tors, obstetricians and pedia­ 
tricians. 
It also inclu ded a req u est “for 
a good family restau rant with 
long hou rs.” 
A conv ersation with a former 
Chicagoan produ ced the thank ­ 
fu l comment “That Dix on has 
no city v ehicle tax .” 
The writer assu red the 
may or the comments were 
forwarded to him in the inter­ 
est to hav e Dix on become a 
better place to liv e and work . 
We believ e the letterwriter 
has performed a civ ic serv ice 
and we thank May or Walder for 
mak ing it av ailable to u s.

One cou nty official estimated 
the v alu e of antiq u es fou nd in 
the home at nearly $25,000. 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward is 
work ing with the agencies in 
obtaining search warrants as 
stolen goods are identified. The 
goods were believ ed stored in 
the basement, main floor and 
attic of the home. Newsmen 
were not allowed in the home 
while search warrants were 
being ex ecu ted. 
In Tu esday 's raid, Dix on 
Police recov ered nu merou s 
articles believ ed stolen from 
the Leonard Sharpe home, at 
801 E. Fellows, inclu ding a 
priceless 18th centu ry first edi­ 
tion Qu ak er Bible tak en in a 
Feb. 24 bu rglary . 
Other items recov ered in­ 
clu ded chairs, antiq u e v ases, 
jewelry , a camera, ammu nition 
and a .22 caliber rev olv er. 
Lee Cou nty warrants charge 
Kiefer with bu rglary , u nlawfu l 
u se of firearms, possession of 
mariju ana and possession of 
controlled su bstances believ ed 
to be amphetamines (speed). 
An Ogle Cou nty warrant 
charges Kiefer with bu rglariz­ 
ing the Polo home of William 
Albright on Jan. 17. Fou rteen 
antiq u e police badges, a port­ 
able ty pewriter, gu n belt and 
holster seized from the Kiefer 
home, were link ed to the 
bu rglary . 
Additional charges against 
Kiefer were ex pected to be filed 
throu ghou t the afternoon as 
area police u ncov er more goods 
link ing him with bu rglaries in 
there areas.

In his first v isit here since his election as 
gov ernor, Daniel Walk er told a cheering au ­ 
dience in the Trail Room of the Nachu sa 
Hou se, “A toll road, which I will not mention 
by name, will be completed later this y ear.” 
The gov ernor declared secondary roads 
will get priority du ring his administration, 
“bu t a reasonable nu mber of miles of ex ­ 
pressway s will also be constru cted.” 
“The highest priority will go to roads 
which tak e children to school; women to trav ­ 
el to shopping places; for men to go to work 
for all to trav el to v isit relativ es, and for roads 
from farm to mark et,” the gov ernor pledged. 
Soon after beginning his speech at the an­ 
nu al meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
which was sold ou t, Gov . Walk er again de­ 
fended his bu dget which has come u nder fire. 
“My bu dget redu ction has been called a 
‘paper cu t’,” Gov . Walk er recited, “bu t I 
want to point ou t that I hav e cu t the appropri­ 
ations by $617 million and to remind y ou that 
the bu dgeted appropriations set the limit of 
the license to spend. 
“If y ou cu t appropriations, y ou cu t the 
amou nt which will be spent.” 
Gov . Walk er ex plained, “Hie bu dget has 
two parts, the operating section and the list of 
capital ex penditu res.” 
With pride, the gov ernor claimed, “Hie 
bu dget I hav e su bmitted is the first one in 23 
y ears which is less than the prev iou s one. 
“I started to work on the state bu dget lik e 
a bu sinessman wou ld work on his own. 
“None of my staff prepared the bu dget, I 
div ed in and went ov a* all ex pense items re­ 
q u ested. 
“My bu dget preparation came abou t in 
midstream, and all the agencies whose bu dg­ 
ets are inclu ded in the state bu dget first su b­ 
mitted them to me totaling more than $1 bil­ 
lion higher than I ex pected the bu dget to be. 
“It took hard work to get the ex penses 
down and if I had had more time I cou ld hav e 
done a better job.” 


Gov . Walk er was carefu l to point ou t, “Hie 
cu ts which I made in state serv ices were not 
from people-serv ing agencies su ch as edu ca­ 
tion, mental health and children and family 
serv ices.” 
Gov . Walk er pledged the present lev el of 
money being spent on pu blic aid wou ld be 
maintinaed, “By rigorou sly lopping off inelig­ 
ible recipients. 
“Ou r stu dies show sev en per cent of pu blic 
aid recipients are illegally receiv ing benefits 
“If we can eliminate these, the lev el of 
pu blic aid pay ments will be no greater than 
last y ear.” 
The gov ernor related that 7 2 employ es had 
been dropped from the Department of Park s 
and Memorials, and 120 from the Department 
of Mental Health. 
The state’s chief ex ecu tiv e again empha­ 
sized none of those employ es released in the 
Department of Mental Health were those en­ 
gaged in direct resident care. 
“It will tak e me a while to tame the state 
bu reau cracy , bu t I’m going to k eep try ing. 
“I will listen to the v oices of tax pay ers of 
this state that they want some tax relief and 
promise there will be no new tax es imposed 
u pon them.” 
Gov . Walk er said coming here was not a 
campaign trip, “I’v e been elected, bu t I be­ 
liev e people hav e the right to see their gov er­ 
nor and get a first-hand impression of the 
man they elected. 
“I want to get ou t and listen to y ou when I 
can. 
“Cy nics say this is a waste of time, bu t I 
don t believ e that and I am going to k een on 
going ou t to see the people. ” 
Later commenting on his v eto bill to giv e 
the Chicago Transit Au thority state aid 
Walk er declared, “The may or of Chicago has 
reminded me the people of Chicago elected 
me gov ernor, bu t I want to tell y ou that’s not 
so. It was the v oters throu ghou t the state in 
commu nities lik e y ou rs who pu t me in the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal dru g commission today 
said gov ernment efforts may be 
perpetu ating dru g u se instead 
of discou raging it. 
The panel u rged creation of a 
new federal antidru g agency 
with a limited lifespan and 
ask ed priv ate citizens to as­ 
su me the major bu rden of dis­ 
cou raging dru g u se. 
Repo rting to Co ng ress and 
President Nix o n o n results o f 
its two -y ear study , the Natio nal 
Co mmissio n o n Marijuana and 
Drug Abuse also said : 
Pu blic notions abou t dru g 
u se are largely wrong. 
Priv ate citizens rely too 
mu ch on gov ernment to dis­ 
cou rage dru g u se. 
America’s worst dru g prob­ 
lem is alcoholism. Heroin de­ 
pendence ru ns second. 
Legal u se of barbitu rate 
“downers,” 
especially 
by 
hou sewiv es, is “America’s hid­ 
den dru g problem.” 
Mariju ana is a minor prob­ 
lem compared with alcohol and 
other dru gs. The commission 
reaffirmed its y ear-old recom­ 
mendation to end criminal pen­ 
alties for smok ing mariju ana. 
The commission, relativ ely 
conserv ativ e in mak eu p, in­ 
clu ded nine members appoint­ 
ed by Nix on and two each by 
both hou ses of Congress. Its 
chairman is the former Repu b­ 
lican gov ernor of Pennsy lv a­ 
nia, Ray mond P. Shafer. 
The commission’s sharpest 


words were aimed at what it 
called a “dru g-abu se indu strial 
complex ,” the welter of federal 
bu reau cracies that now spend 
nearly $1 billion a y ear on anti­ 
dru g programs. 
“To ju stify ongoing pro­ 
grams, the dru g bu reau cracy 
mu st simu ltaneou sly demon­ 
strate that the problem is being 
effectiv ely attack ed, and that it 
is 
not 
diminishing 
Throu ghou t this process fu nda­ 
mental assu mptions are not 
q u estioned, programs are not 
ev alu ated, and the problem is 
perpetu ated 
from 
y ear 
to 
y ear.” 
The report recommended set­ 
ting u p a new federal agency 
that wou ld tak e ov er v irtu ally 
all antidru g law enforcement, 
t r e a t m e n t and prev ention. 
States were u rged to set u p 
similar agencies. 
The agency wou ld be dis­ 
solv ed au tomatically after fiv e 
y ears, u nless Congress ex tend­ 
ed it. Its fu nctions wou ld be re­ 
assigned to other agencies. 
The commission said that 
society shou ld pay most atten­ 
tion to controlling the ty pes of 
dru g u se that lead to crime or 
other behav ior that damages 
society . 
By this measu re, it said, al­ 
cohol “is withou t q u estion the 
most seriou s dru g problem in 
this cou ntry today .” 
It 
is 
strongly associated with v iolent 
crime, au to accidents, su icide 
and brok en marriages. 
The commission u rged the al­ 
coholic bev erage indu stry to 


adv ertise the harmfu l effects of 
drink ing and to refrain from 
tempting y ou th to drink . It re­ 
jected any retu rn to prohibi­ 
tion, howev er. 
Heroin is the only other dru g 
which the commission fou nd to 
be a major threat to society . 
The report said that, althou gh 
only a tiny portion of Ameri­ 
cans ev er try it, and althou gh 
most of them don’t become de­ 
pendent on it, the dru g is none­ 
theless strongly habit-forming 
and especially attractiv e to 
slu m y ou th and others u nhappy 
with their su rrou ndings. 
The habit is ex pensiv e and of­ 
ten leads u sers to steal, pu sh 
dru gs and engage in prostitu ­ 
tion to raise money . Howev er, 
the commission said, the ex tent 
of heroin-related crime is often 
ex aggerated and heroin isn’t of­ 
ten associated with v iolent 
crime, as is alcohol. 
Amphetamines, barbitu rates, 
hallicinogen8, 
methaq u alone 
and cocaine rate only “moder­ 
ate social concern,” the com­ 
mission said, becau se their u se 
is relativ ely well-con trolled. 
Howev er, it u rged stricter 
controls on methaq u alone, said 
cocaine u se seems to be in­ 
creasing and claimed doctors 
appear to be prescribing too 
many barbitu rates. 
The commission did not join 
Nix on’s call for mandatory life 
sentences for heroin dealers. 
Rather, it called for better- 
trained police, less confu sion 
and infighting among federal 
dru g law enforcers and efforts - 


to prev ent corru ption of police 
by dru g pu shers. 
It also said persons accu sed 
of simple heroin possession 
shou ld be offered the option of 
treatment or cou nseling, either 
before trial or before sentenc­ 
ing. 
The commission also u rged 
states to set u p treatment pro­ 
grams, which it said shou ld be 
fu nded mainly by the federal 
gov ernment. 
Bu t it said neither improv ed 
law enforcement nor improv ed 
treatment can do mu ch abou t 
the root cau ses of dru g u se. 
These cau ses can only be at­ 
tack ed if gov ernment focu ses 
on social, economic and cu ltu r­ 
al forces behind dru g u se and if 
priv ate citizens tak e u p most of 
the bu rden of discou raging 
dru g u se, the commission said. 


Among its many detailed rec­ 
ommendations the commission 
u rged a freeze on distribu tion 
of dru g literatu re, most of 
which it fou nd to be factu ally 
wrong. And it ask ed that edu ca­ 
tors consider a freeze on class­ 
room dru g instru ction, which it 
said may merely stimu late 
y ou thfu l interest in dru gs. 
The commission spent $1 mil­ 
lion in its two-y ear stu dy and 
v isited 36 cou ntries. Today ’s 
4 82-page report is its second, 
following last y ear’s recom­ 
mendations 
on 
mariju ana, 
which it fou nd to be v irtu ally 
harmless to the casu al u ser and 
withou t 
significant link s to 
crime or ottier dru gs.

What can parents do? 


WASHINGTON (AP)— What can parents do to dis­ 
cou rage dru g u se by their children? Here is what the Na­ 
tional Commission on Mariju ana and 
Dru g Abu se say s on 
the su bject; 
"Among the gu iding priciples of parental co nduct, the 
first shou ld be recognition that their patterns 
o f drug use 
or non-u se serv e as a model for their children. Repeated 
stu dies hav e indicated a strong correlation between the 
degree of responsibility ex ercised by the parents in using 
dru gs and that ex ercised by the children. 
“The second priciple is that cu riosity and the search 
for ex perience is a normal aspect o f the adolescent g ro wth 
process. Ex perimentation with dru gs is pro perly disap­ 
prov ed, bu t parents shou ld u nderstand that y o uthful cu­ 
riosity is generally a desirable motiv ation, which they 
shou ld fashion and encou rage. 
“Third, parents mu st concentrate 
o n disco urag ing 
initial dru g u se; too often, parental concern 
is g enerated 
only after u se has begu n. Moreov er, the family ’s prev en­ 
tiv e fu nctions is not limited to forestalling 
drug use. It 
shou ld also inclu de attempts to deal with the entire spec­ 
tru m of adolescent needs. 
“Finally , parents mu st assu me primary respo nsibili­ 
ty for the detection of and response to dru g 
use by their 
child. Too often parents hav e 
abdicated their respo nsibili­ 
ty to institu tions, su ch as schools. These institutio ns, in 
tu rn, tend to act in loco parentis in place 
o f parents and try 
to remedy the child’s difficu lties, inclu ding drug use and 
dru g-related behav ior, withou t inv olv ing the family . 
When this happens, 
any problems in family structure 
are only aggrav ated. Parents mu st serv e as the treatment 
agency of first resort, and if they decide that referral to 
professional serv ices is necessary , they mu st participate 
activ ely with the program or person which pro v ides these 
serv ices. 
“In order to prov ide a basis fo r o pen discussio ns and 
interchanges between parent 
and child reg ardhy me o f 
psy choactiv e su bstances, a climate o f ho nesty , mutual re­ 
spect and lov e mu st be fo stered within the fo mUy . Since 
Je witho u 
ratio nal discussio n abo ut drug s is impo ssible 
fo rmed attitudes and perceptio ns, parents must learn to 
discuss drug s, their effects, and drug -related behav io r 
witho ut hy steric emo tio n. Parents sho uld share info rma- 
t io n with their children, in o rder to pro v ide a co mmo n fac­ 
tual basis. 
“ Altho ug h such discussio ns may no t alway s lead to a 
reso lutio n satisfacto ry to bo th parent and child, they 
sho uld co ntinue no entheless in o rder taav o id breakdo wn 
in co mmunicatio ns.”

In the widening inv estigation of 
the W atergate Case, the inv olv e­ 
ment of White House chief of staff H. 
R. (Bob) Haldeman becomes in­ 
creasingly ap p arent. The p articip a­ 
tion of Dwight Chap in, the Presi­ 
dent’s ap p ointments secretary , in 
the shenanigans which included the 
bugging of Democratic headquar­ 
ters forbids any other conclusion. 
For Chap in was entirely the crea­ 
ture of Haldeman and would under 
no circumstances hav e embarked on 
any course of action without his 
mentor’s knowledge and p ermis­ 
sion. 
This is in no wise subscribing to 
the doctrine of guilty by association. 
Under the p resent organization of 
the White House staff, nothing goes 
on that is not known by Bob Halde­ 
man, and nothing is done without his 
ap p rov al. It is, in fact, fair to say 
that he has taken unto himself some 
of the authority of the President in 
making certain decisions. This, of 
course, does not mean that he has 
his hand on the rudder in m atters of 
high domestic or foreign p olicy . 
But in the day -to-day business of 
the House—and this runs the gamut 
from the imp ortant to the triv ial— 
Haldeman ex cercises p ower border­ 
ing on the absolute. Simp ly by con­ 
trolling all access to Mr. Nix on, he 
has great clout. He has, moreov er, 
countermanded Presidential orders 
on more than one occasion. That he 
has surv iv ed the enmity of p owerful 
men in the Rep ublican Party and the 
administration sp eaks volumes. 
This has now become a p roblem 
for Mr. Nix on. In the early day s of 
his first administration, the Presi­ 
dent was warned by p olitical and 
journalistic friends that Haldeman 
could become an em barrassm ent. 
Mr. Nix on felt then that Haldeman 
was a v aluable asset to his staff and 
that he could control the situation. 
But his p reoccup ation with Vietnam 
and other high p olicy m atters made 
it imp ossible for him to keep ade­ 
quate watch on Haldeman. 
From all the ev idence av ailable, 
both in the p ublic p rints and from 
the most informed sources, Mr. Nix ­ 
on knew nothing of the activ ities 
which led to the Watergate fiasco. 
Nev ertheless, he has been saddled 
with tangential resp onsibility for 


what brash and inex p erienced hands 
took on themselv es to order. So he is 
comp elled to defend what he ob­ 
viously would nev er hav e sanctioned 
had he been p riv y to it. 


But Mr. Nix on’s em barrassm ent 
ex tends bey ond the W atergate Case. 
He is in a Constitutional struggle 
with the United States Senate. In the 
ey eball-to-ey eball confrontation, he 
needs ev ery Rep ublican v ote he can 
muster in that body . His v etoes of 
p rofligate 
sp ending bills being 
p assed by the Congress will be sus­ 
tained only if he has a full measure 
of sup p ort from his own p arty . Yet 
some of the most p owerful or stra­ 
tegically p laced Rep ublican mem­ 
bers of House and Senate hav e been 
bitterly antagonized by Haldeman’s 
brusque and iron-handed ap p roach. 
In recent day s, the President has 
slowly begun to edge out Haldeman, 
to curtail his wide-ranging p owers. 
Haldeman, howev er, has dug in his 
heels to the p oint that only an op en 
disav owal by the President will hav e 
any real effect. And giv en the p res­ 
ent p olitical climate, such a disa­ 
vowal will stir up the kind of sp ecu­ 
lation which can only be harmful to 
the President’s p restige. 


For one thing, it would seem like 
a tacit confirmation of the charges 
being made against Haldeman con­ 
cerning his role in the Watergate 
Case. It would be an admission of er­ 
ror, leading to a broadening of the 
attacks on the White House. Mr. 
Nix on cannot afford this now, as he 
could not p rev iously afford what had 
been dev elop ing into a cat-and-dog 
fight between Haldeman and his riv ­ 
al for White House p ower, John Er- 
lichman. 
Mr. Nix on is therefore in the di­ 
lemma of being damned if he does 
not dow ngrade H aldem an—and 
damned if he does. Were it not for 
the W atergate Case and the imp lica­ 
tions of an abrup t resignation by Bob 
Haldeman, there would be no p rob­ 
lem. But the President must move 
cautiously and astutely . A slip could 
mean a washing of White House lin­ 
en in p ublic which would only fur­ 
ther damage the administration. 
The p roblem is that too slow a dry ­ 
ing up of Haldeman influence may 
p rov e equally damaging.

Soviet Commander-in-Chief of 
the Fleet Sergei G. Gorshkov recent­ 
ly called the Battle of Manila Bay 
“the only p erfect nav al battle in all 
history .” Ev en in the Soviet Union, 
as in the nav al academies of the 
world, it is taught in total acclaim. 
But who would know it in the face of 
our shocking, dangerous lack of 
knowledge of American history ? 
An ap p alling two-thirds—two out 
of three—of our institutions of higher 
learning do not require—require— 
American history . Only a quarter 
require it for admission. One out of 
four of our teachers’ colleges— 
teaching teachers to be teachers—do 
not require a moment’s study of it. 
Yet by common consent good citi­ 
zenship and the adv ancement of 
American ideals are simp ly imp os­ 
sible unless we know thoroughly our 
American history . 
Great U.S. Nav y Commander 
George Dewey —modest, taciturn, 
his back and his character as 
straight as a gun barrel—fought the 
p erfect nav al battle from the bridge 
of his flagship Oly mp ia on May 1, 
1898. And by it the United States 
emerged as an Asiatic p ower. 
Born in Montp elier, Vt., Dewey

graduated from Annap olis in 1858. 
By 1898 he commanded the Asiatic 
squadron of nine v essels. In Ap ril 
the squadron was on a courtesy v isit 
to Hong Kong. A Nav y Dep artment 
cable 
from 
Washington notified 
Dewey that war with Sp ain had be­ 
gun and ordered him to engage the 
Sp anish fleet then in Philip p ine wa­ 
ters. 
Dewey p urchased a collier local­ 
ly in Hong Kong, the Nansan, set to 
sea and arriv ed off Luzon on Ap ril 
30. 
Sp anish Admiral Montojo’s fleet, 
rev elling in the adv antage, faced our 
squadron broadside to the north­ 
ward, p erfectly p rotected as well by 
long-range land batteries bristling 
on the heights of Cav ite. 
But in an incredible maneuv er, 
Dewey gained a commanding p osi­ 
tion. 
First he strung out his ship s at 
400-y ard interv als. Then he ordered 
the squadron’s officers to follow the 
flagship O ly m p ia’s p ath, w ait, 
and—on his signal—cop y his fire. 
Brushing aside all p robabilities 
of torp edoes, Dewey brought his 
v essels within 5,000 y ards of the ene­ 
my line. And at 5:41 a.m. he sudden­ 
ly p orted the Oly mp ia’s helm and

Cut food bills

As the cost of groceries heads 
toward the stratosp here,* an imp or­ 
tant p art of managing the family fi­ 
nances becomes finding way s to 
shav e p ennies here and p ennies 
there from the food bills. 
One steady trickle of wasted p en­ 
nies, say s a study coming out of Min­ 
neap olis, has to do with the currently 
widesp read belief in the nutritional 
adv antages of “natural sweeten­ 
ers.” Though they ’re more ex p en­ 
siv e than regular table sugar, many 
families are conv inced they p rov ide 
needed nutrients not found in refined 
sugar. 
After v itamin p ills, the use of nat­ 
ural sweeteners in p lace of sugar 
has become “the most p op ular self­ 
p rescrip tion for inadequate nutri­ 
tion,” say s the study by the Fam ily 
Economics Bureau of Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Comp any . 
But 
“ev ery p enny 
a 
family 
sp ends on these sugar substitutes for 
added nutrients is a p enny wasted,” 
say s a leading nutritionist, Dr. O. 
Lee Kline, ex ecutiv e officer of the 
American Institute of Nutrition, 
Bethesda, Md. 
The current p op ularity of eating 
and cooking with such natural 
sweeteners as honey , raw sugar, 
map le sugar and molasses begins 
with the undisp uted fact that refined 
white sugar is almost p ure sucrose— 
that is, p ure carbohy drate-contain­ 
ing no other nutrients. The common­ 
ly used natural sweeteners contain, 
v ariously , small amounts of p otas­ 
sium, p hosp horus, sodium, calcium, 
ascorbic acid and traces of iron, nia­ 
cin, riboflav in and thiamine. The 
body needs all of these—so shouldn’t 
we all be using the natural sweeten­ 
ers? 
It doesn’t follow, say s Dr. Kline. 
“ It is nonsense to p ut much imp or­ 
tance on the small amount of nut­ 
rients in these sweeteners.” 
* 


The amounts are so small that, to 
quote the study , “only if a p erson 
could switch his or her entire sugar 
intake to dark molasses—the sweet­ 
ener found highest in 
‘e x tra ’ 
nutrients—would these nutrients 
make any difference in the diet.” 
And rep lacing the 
av erage 
American’s daily consump tion of 
sugar with dark molasses would be 
“an imp ossible switch, fof few p eo­ 
p le would be able to stomach that 
much dark molasses—more than 
half a p int a day .” 
But y ou needn’t ev en try to stom­ 
ach it for, say s Dr. Kline, the nutri­ 
ents of the natural sweeteners are 
p rov ided much more effectiv ely in 
the other foods of a normal balanced 
diet. And if the family diet doesn’t 
include a p rop er balance, the small 
amounts of nutrients in honey or raw 
sugar won’t help . 
To meet the body ’s energy re­ 
quirements, natural sweeteners are 
more costly than p lain table sugar 
because carbohy drate content is ap ­ 
p reciably lower in the sugar substi­ 
tutes. Sugar is 99.5 p er cent carbohy ­ 
drate, only .5 p er cent water. Honey , 
in any form, is 82.3 p er cent carbo­ 
hy drate and 17 .2 p er cent water. 
Light molasses is 65 p er cent carbo­ 
hy drate, dark molasses 55 p er cent. 
The ty p ical family , say s the 
study , gets 50 to 60 p e cent of its 
needed calories from carbohy ­ 
drates, the rest from fat and p rotein. 
A teasp oon of sugar y ields about 20 
calories of energy . You’d need a fifth 
more honey , and 80 p er cent more 
dark molasses, for the same energy 
y ield. 
So unless y ou just like the natural 
sweeteners better—and are willing 
to p ay the p rice of catering to y our 
taste—y ou can hold down the cost of 
feeding the family by sticking to 
p lain old table sugar as y our sweet­ 
ener.

By PEN N IE SUE THURMAN 
A ssociated P ress W riter 
CHICAGO (AP) — Abortions 
are now legal in Illinois, but 
women will hav e to trav el to 
one of four or fiv e urban cen­ 
ters in the state to hav e them 
p erformed.

Dav id W. Stickney , associate

Carbondale. 


“ In sm aller towns, w hat de­

is not going to take the trouble 
to license p hy sicians to p erform 
abortions there.”

Cu tter took the v olu ntary re­ 
call action “in the light of p ru ­ 
d ence and as a p recau tion,” 
said Lowry , ad d ing that the so­ 
lu tion had been d istribu ted to 
d ealers and hosp itals in Mid ­ 
western and Eastern states. He 
said no list of states was av ail­ 
able. 
A sp okesman in San Fran­ 
cisco said the FDA staff is 
monitoring the recall op eration 
and is analy zing d istribu tion 
comp u ter p rintou ts su p p lied by 
Cu tter to trace all p rod u cts 
ship ments.

W. Scane Bowler, chairman 
of the 
boa rd of 
P ion eeer 
W estern 
Corp., 
sa id 
tha t 
“ contrary to popular opinion, 
most working g irls a re not 
sing le. 


“ Of the total work force of 
8 3.8 million persons in 1971, 31.6 
million w ere women. Fewer 
than 23 per cent of the women 
were sing le — the others were 
m a rried, div orced or w id ­ 
owed,” he added. 


The la rg est seg m ent of work­ 
ing women a re those who hav e 
husbands who a re working or at 
home. More than 58 per cent, he 
said, a re in this ca teg ory . 


“ Div orced wiv es account for 
only 6 per cent of the women in 
the work force but they repre­ 
sent the fa stest g rowing seg ­ 
ment, up about 30 per cent since 
i9 60,” Bowler added. 


There a re 1.4 million more 
sing le women on the job today 
than there were in 1965. 


“ In fa m ilies where there a re 
two or m ore breadwinners, fe­ 
m a les ha v e been punching tim e 
clocks in increasing numbers, 
up 25 per cent in six y ea rs to 19 
million by last y ea r,” he said. 


Bowler sa id that women a re 
also hav ing more to sa y about 
how the money they earn is 
being used. They a re becoming 
inv olv ed in fa m ily financial 
planning — sa v ing s, insurance 
and inv estm ents.

o thers? 
We are no t prejudiced peo ple, 
Ann. In fact, we are the mo st 
liberal co uple in o ur so cial cir­ 
cle. We entertain blacks in o ur 
ho me and hav e been enter­ 
tained by them. But hav ing a 
black so n-in-law is ano ther 
matter. And the pro spect o f 
mulatto grandchildren has cre­ 
ated co nsiderable stress in o ur 
family . We’d like y o ur v iews.— 
Indiana Parents 
Dear Indiana: These day s, 
marriage is risky , ev en be­ 
tween members o f the same 
race. Interracial marriages 
hav e additio nal built-in hazards 
fo r the reaso ns y o u mentio ned. 
Any o ne who do es no t accept 
this fact is unrealistic. It takes 
an ex trao rdinary co uple to sur­ 
mo unt the pro blems. 
Speaking strictly as a mo ther 
who was bo rn and raised in 
Io wa (my self a member o f a 
mino rity gro up), I wo uld no t be 
pleased if o ur daughter had 
married o ut o f her religio n, 
much less her race. But I wo uld 
accept any man o f her cho ice, 
and I wo uld do ev ery thing in 
my po wer to be suppo rtiv e and 
wish them well.

Ralph Gelan der, assistan t to the presiden t, 
said in a report that more stu den ts atten d 
Sau k than Rock Valley , Kishwau kee an d 
Highlan d Ju n ior Colleges pu t together. 
“An other factor was the distan ce between 
colleges,” Gelan der said.

Administration study of health 
practices reports that many 
Americans are determined to 
doctor themselves and will fre­ 
quently 
ignore 
scientific 
medical facts in doing so ... 
The report showed that 12 per 
cent of the sample — represent­ 
ing 16 million people — would 
self-medicate for more than 
two weeks without seeing a 
doctor for such common ail­ 
ments as sore throat, cough, 
sinus trouble, head colds, or up­ 
set stomach. About seven per 
cent — representing nine mil­ 
lion adults — would self-medi­ 
cate for such serious conditions 
,as heart trouble or diabetes. 
'People tend to justify this by 
trusting the manufacturers of 
over-the-counter drugs. 
Not only self-medication but 
self-diagnosis is also a common 
practice. Over one-fourth of the 
respondents to the survey who 
said 
they 
had 
arthritis, 
rheumatism or some similar 
condition admitted that it had 
never been diagnosed by a 
physician. Ten to 20 per cent of 
the people said they had never 
seen a physician for what they 
diagnosed as asthma, allergies, 
or hemorrhoids. 
It is no surprise, those indi­ 
viduals engaging in self- 
diagnosis and treatment seem 
inclined to be especially critical 
of orthodox medicine and its 
practitioners. And, there seems 
to be a fundamental difference 
between physicians and many 
laymen as to what constitutes 
good health.

SPRIN G FIELD — Rep. Rob­ 
ert E. Brinkmeier, D-Forre- 
ston, introduced legislation 
Wednesday to permit school 
boards to make school buses 
available for summer recrea­ 
tion programs. 
“ Hundreds of small commu­ 
nities in our state don’t have 
such facilities as swimming 
pools, skating rinks, basebaU 
diamonds for Little League 
players, and parks,” Brinkme­ 
ier said. 
“ My bill would provide a 
means for transporting chil­ 
dren in such communities to fa­ 
cilities they would otherwise be 
unable to use. 
“ I was a summer recreation 
director for many years in For- 
reston and I know that there is a 
real need for such a so*vice.” 
Brinkmeier explained that 
school boards currently have to 
reject requests for use of buses 
for programs other than those 
operated by the school district. 
“This legislation I have intro­ 
duced would simply give 
boards the right to allow use of 
buses for recreational, cultural, 
educational and public service 
programs,” Brinkmeier said. 
“The boards would have to 
charge for use of the buses, in 
amounts equal to operation 
costs and reasonable deprecia­ 
tion.”

ROCK ISLAND, 111. (AP) - 
A boat, towing five barges, 
failed to clear a lock in the 
swift current of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi River today. Two of the 
barges sank and two became 
wedged atop Lock and Dam 
No. 14, aggravating a flood 
threat above Rock Island. 
The river 
was at flood 
stage—out of its banks. 
The boat, Normania, owned 
by Norman Bros, of Alton, was 
moving barges containing 4,200 
tons of fertilizer and cement 
headed for St. Paul, Minn., 
when the mishap occurred 
about 20 miles above Rock 
Island. 


Richard Gustafson, informa­ 
tion officer for the Rock Island 
district of the Army Corps of 
Engineers, said the two wedged 
barges cannot be moved until 
the river goes down. He said 
the stranded barges are ex­ 
pected to raise the waters at 
that point an additional foot 
when the river crests about 
Saturday. 
The new level is expected to 
be 3'2 feet above flood stage, 
he said. 
Gustafson said the lead barge 
swung out of control as the 
boat’s pilot attempted to guide 
his cargo through the lock 
against a strong current.

Dear Dr. Lamb— My Mom, 
age 70, after having suffered 
from insomnia, was given a 
complete physical examination 
by a doctor and the only thing 
he found was that she is a milk 
diabetic. The blood sugar on the 
original examination was 110. A 
month later it was 127. She was 
put on a diet and got so nervous 
and upset that she lost eight 
pounds. She is five-foot four and 
weighs 107. When the doctor 
saw how upset she was over the 
diabetic diet he told her to for­ 
get about the whole thing and 
told her to eat what she wanted 
but she continued to watch her 
intake of sweets and starches 
for fear the blood sugar level 
might rise again. 
The following month her 
blood sugar was 130 and she had 
a three-hour glucose tolerance 
test which showed her to be 
slightly diabetic. The doctor 
advised her to eat everything, 
but limit her intake of sweets 
and avoid table sugar. Under­ 
standably, she is rather con­ 
fused. 
My question is, if she does eat 
a limited amount of sweets and 
starches and avoids table sugar 
will the diabetes gradually 
worsen as time goes on, thus re­ 
quiring her to take medicine, or 
will the condition be cleared if 
she avoids sweets, fats, and 
starches completely?

She still hasn’t gained any 
weight and is. afraid to eat 
anything which she feels might 
up her blood sugar. Incidental­ 
ly, upon each of her examina­ 
tions for blood sugar there was 
never any sugar in the urine. 
Dear Reader— Certainly if 
your mother has diabetes it 
must be relatively mild. With­ 
out seeing the results of the 
three-hour glucose tolerance it 
would be difficult to say what 
her problem is. However, since 
you tell me that she has had no 
sugar in the urine and assum­ 
ing that her kidney function is

normal I know that her blood 
sugar level couldn’t rise too 
high, even during the test. 
This, plus the relatively low 
blood sugars you mentioned, 
leads me to believe that the 
doctor had ample reason to feel 
that if she was a diabetic it was 
very mild indeed and didn’t re­ 
quire medicine. 
The mild change in blood sug­ 
ar levels that your mother must 
have are not particularly un­ 
common in her age group and I 


don’t think it’s anything to be 
unduly alarmed about. 
There is no way I can guaran­ 
tee you that your mother’s 
problem won’t progress, but as 
long as she doesn’t gain a lot of 
weight—and she certainly 
doesn’t have a weight prob­ 
lem—I would guess that it 
would be unlikely that she 
would develop severe enough 
diabetes to require treatment 
other than simple dietary man­ 
agement. 
I really would like to reassure 
you that from the information 
you have given me it sounds 
like your mother doesn’t have 


any real problem and that what 
she needs more than anything 
else is reassurance and a rea­ 
sonably normal diet with a 
moderate restriction on her in­ 
take of sweets and sugar.

For an old gaffer who didn’t want to run 
hard, Frank Robinson knew the right way to 
pace himself. 
Very simple. What the 37-year-old slugger 
did was hit the ball over the fence and then drag 
his wounded toe gingerly around the bases. 
“ It hurts when I have to go real quick ... 
when I have to get up cm my toes and run,” said 
Robinson, whose 400-foot home run Wednesday 
came on his first time at bat as a member of the 
California Angels and started them to a 14-4 ex­ 
hibition baseball rout of the San Diego Padres. 
“This felt especially good coming on my 
first at-bat with a new team,” continued the 
veteran outfielder, who broke a toe in a freak 
accident while climbing into a broadcasting 
booth earlier in spring training. “ If I don’t have 
any more setbacks I should be 100 per cent by 
the start of the season. But I have to play. I 
don’t think I can miss many more days.” 
Elsewhere on the medical front, there was 
some good news and some bad news for a cou­ 
ple of National League pitchers.

div orce court at R y azan, a city 
120 m iles south of Moscow 
w here Solzhenitsy n and N ataly a 
Aleksey ev na 
R eshetov skay a, 
his wife of 25 y ears, liv ed before 
the separation. 
The final div orce action prob­ 
ably m eans that Sov iet auth or­ 
ities hav e consented to hav e the 
author liv e in the capital. 
Like other Sov iet citizens, 
Solzhenitsy n needs a perm it to 
liv e in 
Moscow and cannot 
m ov e here legally unless he has 
a wife or blood relativ e already 
in the city . 
Sv etlov a whom he will prob­ 
ably m arry as soon as the 
three-m onth w aiting period has 
ex pired, has a registration for 
Moscow and an ap artm ent off 
G orky Street.
